Mr. Doolittle’s Correspondence and Nar- 
rative—concluded. 


20th January—F am told that there 
are American papers in Paris, which 
contain some further remarks respect 
ine * American prisoners in France’”— 
a copy of General Armsirong’s letters to 
us of the 9th September, and ef our an- 
swer dated .4rras, 13th Sefitemder. The 
reasen of our answer being couched. in 
the terms it was, is clearly explained in 
my letter to you of about the 20th June 
last. My grandfather has often told me 
that if I got my hand in a dear’s mouth, I 
must stroke him gently tiJ] he Jet it out. 
it is a principle of mine that if the Grand 
Turk should do me a good turn, 1 would 


-thank him for it, though } should not 


conceive myself under an obligation to 
alter my opinion of him without first ex- 


-amining what were his motives for doing 


it—It is an old adage that we must “ give 
the devil his due”’—not that l would 
wish te be understood as comparing our 
“ Immacuktte and. Heaven born Minis- 
ter,” either to a Bear, the Grand Turk, 
or the Devil ! 

I am also informed that these papers 


' make mention of the declarations of the 


crews of those ships which were seized 
at Charavte, as far as it relites to me I 
will give you a simple statement of facts, 
and you may draw trom it what inferences 
yow think proper. . 

When we were in London the latter 
part of July, eighteen hundred and eight 
and were preparing for sea, I one day 
asked the Capiain to what part we were 
bound’? he repiied “to the Bay of Bis- 
cay.” I repeatedly asked the same ques- 
tion afterwards and obtained no other 
answer.* I concluded however, that if 
We were to run any risk in this. voyage 
—his would be as great as mine—know- 
ing of no law of the United States, which 
vbliged Americans the. in Europe to re- 
turn to the United States, and having no 
means of support bet my industry—I 
remained on beard the ship, when we 
arrived in Charante I was told—and in- 
deed what I saw was not calculated to 
undeceive me—that the Custom-House 
and other Officers in the Port of Claran- 
te, were pertectly acquainted with our 
voyage—that nothing but a plain narra- 
tive was wanting and that there was no 
doubt we should be «wlowed to take in 
our cargo and depart. Inmy interroga- 
tion lL was asked “where is your ship 


t from ?” Tanswered from Bergen. “Have 
.you been boarded by any British ships 


of War ?’’——No—they then toid me of a 
decree which promised a share of the 
ship and cargo te any person who weuld 
prove her to have come trom any port 
under the jurisdicticn of Great-Britain, 
or of having been visited by any British 
cruizers, “ and asked me if I had told 
the truth?” I answered in the affirma- 
tive—they then told me of another “de- 
cree which threatened a punishment for 
a fuise declaration—and again asked me 
if had told the truth?” I answered, 
ves—of this. letter decree I have hada 
chance to experience 2 small share.—lIi 
has giver me an opportunity of visiting 
the inside of twenty-five different pris- 
ons in France and I make no doubt but 
my good friend the General would be 
willing if not glad to have me in twenty- 
five more—thank God he cannot put me 
into them all at a time. 

For me to-say that I believe there are 
very few ship masters, cr ship cwners, 
or indeed of any other class of citizens, 
who have not sooner or later been guil- 
ty of as great an impropricty, would not 


In the least mitigate my crime—so | will 


be silent about it. 

I never thought this business would 
have been considered in se serious a 
point of view as it has been—~had the tn- 
terrogation been made with the solemn!- 
ty of an oath, it would certainly have had 
a different effeet as it relates to me.

Those who read the Albany Register, 
will recollect, that it was announced in 
that paper of the 8th of May, that /ed- 
éralism was dead and buried. Ever since 
that time, the people have been expect- 
ing that Democracy would have a caper, 
and dance onthe grave of its old rival.

5..A horse-cart, laden with bundles of 
straw and 7000 quit claim deeds—la- 
belled, “democratic votes.” The 
cart branded “ sTATE-MANAGERS’ NEW 
pinicexér.” The driver of the cart 
holding a pair of scales--in the pre- 
ponderating scale, “ corruption”—in 
the other, “ fair suffrage.” A scroll 
hanging from his pocket— [ichout 
such means, the conflict would be haz- 
erdous.” [It was observed by many, 
that the horse which drew this cart, 
was guided solely by a halter.) — 

6.—Domini Wigton, chaplain to his ex- 
cellency—«dressed in a very long cloaks 
made of such thin materials, that ev- 
ery body could see through Zt.
